From The Wizard of Oz to 
West Side Story, from Mary Poppins to Cabaret, some of the most unforgettable 
films of all time have been musicals. But in recent years, the musical has all but 
disappeared from theaters. 

Newsies is being directed by Kenny Ortega, who choreographed Dirty Danc- 
ing. The music is by Alan Menken, who wrote the Academy Award-winning 
music for The Little Mermaid and also composed the music for our upcoming 
Beauty and the Beast. The cast features Robert Duvall and Ann-Margret. 

But the real stars are the boys who play the newsies themselves. You can see 
them pictured above with me and Kenny Ortega. I wish I had the space to tell 
you about each and every one, since they are a group of amazingly energetic and 
talented performers. 

The film is still in production and won t be released until early next year. But, 
back at the studio, we've seen some of the early footage, and I believe that when 
it comes out, Newsies stands a strong chance of making some pretty big

Filmmakers realized ear- 
ly on that there was only 
one place to film White 
Fang: in Alaska, the setting 


of Jack London's adven- 


ture novel. But that involved 
two shooting periods, one 
in winter, and one five 
weeks later in spring. As 
Walt Disney Studios Chair- 
man Jeffrey Katzenberg 
related in these pages, the 
winter shoot was plagued 
by a major problem: lack of 
snow. But no one was pre- 
pared for the problem pre- 
sented by the spring shoot 
five weeks later. 

That's when bears, hun- 
gry and irritable after their 
winter hibernation, roamed 
the area the cast and crew 
were filming in. “One of the 


nice things about the win- 
ter shoot was that there 
weren't any bears,” recalled 
Ethan Hawke (whose past 
credits include Dead Poets 
Society). “We didn’t have to 
worry about losing a direc- 
tor to a bear.” Among the 
safeguards taken during 
the shoot were directions 
for cast and crew on how to 
act when meeting one of the 
creatures. Fortunately, there 
weren’t any serious inci- 
dents, and White Fang was 
captured against Alaska’s 
magnificent landscape. 

In addition to Ethan 
Hawke, the film stars Klaus 
Maria Brandauer, whom 
subcribers will recall from 
Out of Africa. And if the 
animal stars look familiar,

As life gets busier and busier, 
the holidays sometimes lose their 
magic.

Roderic Gorney, M.D., Ph.D., 
a professor of psychiatry at UCLA 
and director of the Program on 
Psycho-Social Adaptation and the 
Future, says holidays shouldn't be 
a meaningless ritual, but rather a 
means of drawing attention to 
what counts. The key is to bring 
the celebration into your own liv- 
ing room, finding ways to make 
the season especially touching to 
your own family. 

“The holidays ought to be re- 
crafted by a family to ensure their 
essence doesn't get lost in the trap- 
pings,” says Gorney. Admittedly, 
he says, it takes flexibility and a 


willingness to be creative. But 
families that do find a special holi- 
day format are developing a sense 
of belonging to something special 
—“a personal, family identity,” 
Gorney says. 

Some families end up celebrating 
very creatively. One family Gorney 
knows goes to a redwood grove 
every Thanksgiving, with a picnic 
dinner in hand, to plant trees and 


STARTING YOUR OWN HOLIDAY TRADITIONS 


]. Take the time several weeks before the holidays hit to 
talk about what you'd like to do to celebrate. Involve 
the whole family and be creative. Is there something 
you always thought would be fun? Is there something 
you've always imagined doing, but never did? 

2. Think about the activities of the season—dinners, 
parties, decorating, even shopping—and try to find 
ways to make those efforts especially fun and re-

Friendship 


YOUNG AND 
OLD TOGETHER 


You'd think they'd have little in 
common. They don’t go to the 
same schools, have mutual friends, 
or play tennis together. But they 
connect. 

Like the relationship chronicled 
in The Disney Channel Premiere 
Film Mark Twain & Me (which 
premieres November 22), friend- 
ships between seniors and the 
young can be enormously reward- 
ing to both age groups. Frequently 
such relationships occur between 
grandparents and their grand- 
children, but sometime such a 
friendship starts independent of 
family ties. 

When friendships happen be- 
tween those who have little in 
common, says Gary Small, M.D., 
associate professor of psychiatry at 
the UCLA School of Medicine and 
co-author of Parentcare (Bantam, 
1990), they tend to be solid. “I 
would bet that such a connection 
would be based more on feelings, 
sensibilities and emotional like- 
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nesses than on shared experi- 
ences,” Small says. 

And unlike relationships be- 
tween children and parents which 
are fraught with the classic parent- 
child struggles— "such as ‘go clean 
up your room,” says Small— 
friendships that skip a generation 
free both the younger and older 
person from the traditional roles. 

"For the younger person, it can 
be exciting, almost like being in a 
time capsule, magical, just being 
with someone who can make his- 
tory live and has such a long-term 
perspective," says Small. "And for 
an older person, he can recapture 
his youth and suspend—even for 
alittle while—his mortality.” 

Small is an advocate of young/ 
old friendships, although he warns 
that, like any relationship, they, 
too, can be problematic. But gen- 
erally, he says, "they're great, 


healthy, important—not just for 
the older generation to help them 
maintain a sense of usefulness, 
but for the younger generation 
as well." 

Most younger people, says Small, 


are very age-oriented and keenly 


sensitive to the differences be- 
tween, for example, a 10-year-old 
and a teenager. But if young peo- 
ple can transcend the age gap they 
can learn one of life's essential 
lessons: how to connect with other 

people based on who they are. 
Sometimes that's not easy. 
Small says that many young peo- 
ple don't like being around the 
older generation, and there is a 
significant amount of prejudice 
against old age in society today. 
But as the graying of America con- 
tinues, he says, the anti-aging at- 
titudes will mellow. While only 4

Mark Twain and Ме: It's exciting and heartwarming to 
envision the friendship between the celebrated and 
senior Mark Twain and a young girl. Somehow it makes 
Twain seem more alive, more human, to know he in- 
vested time and energy in a friendship with a person so 
young. And imagine being able to sit for hours and talk 
with one of the world's greatest storytellers. 

How can families foster such relationships today? 
Gary Small, M.D., co-author of Parentcare, offers these 
suggestions: 


* Encourage children to spend time alone with their 

grandparents. 

* Help your children learn to truly listen to others, to 
engage in conversation, rather than just relate a series 
of “What I did today" statements. Encourage them to 
ask questions about what their senior friends or 
grandparents say, and what they in their lives thought 
then and what they think now. 

* Ask grandparents and children what they would like 
to do together and try to facilitate it. 

* Identify your own anxieties about spending time with 
a person who may have some special needs. Are you 
atraid, for example, that he or she might fall? If so, find 
out how to prevent that and what to do if it happens.

IMPROVING TEST-TAKING 
SKILLS 


There's one thing about school 
that most people will never like 
and many people will always 
fear: tests. No matter how small 
the stakes, the blank answer 
sheet is always a bit intimidating. 

Judith Myers-Walls, Ph.D., 
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associate professor in the Depart- 
ment of Child Development and 
Family Studies at Purdue Univer- 
sity, says that anxiety is always 
going to go with test-taking, but 
it's important that children learn 
how to apply knowledge and in- 
formation, a major function of 
school testing. "Parents have to 
keep in mind that learning how 
to learn is more important than 
learning certain facts," Myers- 
Walls says. 

Schools will continue to use ex- 


ams and quizzes, and it's impor- 


tant that children develop test- 
taking skills. In fact, interest in 
standardized tests is on the rise: 
President Bush's education plan 
calls for a series of national tests 
to assess educational achieve- 
ment, and many states already 
use a variety of standardized 
examinations. 

Children's concerns about tests 
vary depending on their age, says 
Myers-Walls. In early elementary 


school, most children are con- 
cerned with trying to please their 
teachers and their parents, and 
they focus on the adult, not on 
themselves. "In preschool and at 
home, everything they do is gen- 
erally wonderful," says Myers- 
Walls, "so they may come into 
public school with absolutely no 
test-taking skills." In preschool: 
and kindergarten, children may 
not be expected to finish activity 
books or exercises, and they fre- 
quently don't know, when they 
reach first grade, that they should 
answer every item on the test or 
that there will bea time limit. 

Myers-Walls suggests that par- 
ents not assume that their child 
automatically knows what a mul- 
tiple choice test is all about, or 
even why tests are given. They 
should sit down with the child 
early in his or her school career, 
explain what tests are, and teach 
some of the basic skills of test- 
taking.

MOLASCO COOKIES 


For one member of The Disney Channel Magazine 
staff, the Holiday season is always marked by the bak- 
ing of these old-fashioned molasses sugar cookies.

answers, not wrong ones. Setting 


. realistic goals can help limit a 


child's frustration and teach how 
to build on past performance. 

For a child who has done ex- 
tremely poorly, parents can say 
things like, "I know you really 
studied hard for this," or, "You 
finished all the items,” (if it’s true). 
If the child is interested, parents 
can look through the exam, ques- 
tion by question, and try to ex- 
plore with the child what was be- 
ing asked. Did the child know the 
information but become confused 
by the question, or was there a 
knowledge gap? 

If the test is poorly constructed 
— confusing to the parent, too— 
Myers-Walls says it's all right to 
say, "I can tell why you got con- 
fused." If problem questions are a 
recurrent issue, she advises par- 
ents to work with the teachers, 
principal, and other parents to 
develop appropriate tests at the 
school. 

Sometimes, when reviewing 
test questions, a parent may find 
that the child is doing fine but is 
interpreting some of the ques- 
tions creatively, applying the 
knowledge in a broader way than 
the test structure allows. When 
that happens, Myers-Walls says, 
parents can reassure the child by 
saying something like, "I like the 
way you're thinking; you're doing 
fine." Or, the parent can show the 
child how to answer the question 
within the test's framework. 

By coaching children through 
the anxiety of test-taking, parents 
can make a big difference in their 
children's school—and career— 
performance, says Myers-Walls.

ARE YOU MY 
MOTHER? 


According to a recent study 
published in Pediatrics, new- 
borns in the first hours of life 
are capable of responding to 
a mother's unique smell, pro- 
bably a key part of babies’ 
recognition of their mothers. 
The early sense of smell may 
help premature infants in 
developing an enhanced 
relationship to their mothers 
orcaretakers. 

The study involved one-day 
old male and female infants 
born at the University of 
California, Irvine Medical 
Center. Some babies were 
given citrus odors followed 
by stroking, some received 
only stroking and no odor, 
and others were given the 
stroking followed by the 
odor. Infants who received 
the odor followed by the 
stroking later responded to 
the odor by turning their 
heads toward the smell, even 
when asleep.

Bob Thomas's 1976 biography 
Walt Disney: An American Origi- 
nal is currently available in a 
paperback edition from Pocket 
Books. There is also a brand new 
biography, The Man Behind the 
Magic, by Katherine and Richard 
Greene, published by Viking. The 
Greenes relied on new interviews 
with family and friends to show 
how the events of Walt's boyhood 
had a great impact on his later life. 


Walt Disney first read the galleys for the story, he knew that it would make a fine film. 
Story work took only six months and animation one year, very quick by Disney stan- 
dards, and the production came in at a cost of only $182,000. At 64 minutes, the film was 
short, but Walt refused to lengthen it. He rightly realized that he had a gem just the way 
it was, and critics over the past half century agreed. So, let's not forget the little 
pachyderm on his milestone birthday—Happy Birthday, Dumbo.

The story of the

hile sailing from England to 
America on board the S.S. Minne- 
tonka, 11-year-old Dorothy Quick spotted 
Samuel Langhorne Clemens, better known as 
Mark Twain. A true international celebrity, 
Twain was as famous for the irreverent wit of 
his speeches, lectures and quips as for his 
novels and stories. Now in the winter of his 
life—he was 72—Twain had just received an 
honorary degree from Oxford University and 
had been the toast—and talk—of London. 
Twain was also Dorothy Quick’s favorite au- 
thor, and so she circled the deck of the Minne-

tonka until an amused Twain asked her if she 
was going to speak to him. A happy Dorothy 
proceeded to tell Twain her favorite passages in 
the books of his that she'd read. Twain was taken 
aback and delighted, and the two became boon 
companions for the remainder of the voyage. It 
was the beginning of a friendship that would 
continue until the last days of Twain's life. 
Dorothy Quick would later look back on that 
period of her life in a memoir Enchantment: A 
Little Girl's Friendship with Mark Twain. 

The moving story of Dorothy Quick and 
Mark Twain's friendship—and Dorothy's mem- 
oir—forms the basis of The Disney Channel 
Premiere Film Mark Twain and Me. Jason 
Robards portrays the aged author, and young 
Amy Stewart plays Dorothy Quick. 

“Its a story that is sweet and fu nny and 
tragic," explains Jason Robards of the qualities 
that drew him to the project. "It's really a story

that has a lot to say about relationships, about 
loneliness, about reaching out and sharing. And 
it's also the story of a little girl who brought 
cheer to Twain in the last years of his life." 

For despite his public triumphs, Mark Twain 
was no stranger to personal tragedy. He out- 
lived his wife and his daughters, losses that 
scarred him deeply. 

*He was a lonely man in his old age," 
Robards acknowledges. "And he was a strange, 
complex man. He suffered from depressions 
throughout his life and he had a dark side to 
him. He was famous for his pessimism and 

there were times when he was 
weary and wanted to be quit of life." 

Weary Mark Twain might have 
been—and heartsore, too, but in 
Mark Twain and Me his meeting 
with Dorothy sheds a new light on 
his life. Dorothy quickly discovers 
her ideal name for him by looking 
at his signature in his books. It’s a 
name that establishes the two as 
equals in their adventures: she calls 

him SLC for Samuel Langhorne Clemens. 

“Dorothy reaches out to Twain,” Robards 
observes. “And Dorothy is lonely, too, having 
lost her father at an early age. Theirs is the re- 
lationship of a grandfather to a granddaughter.” 

Mark Twain and Me is a portrait of friend- 
ship—‘“sweet and funny” and also, as Robards 
noted, tragic. For time is fleeting, and the friend- 
ship of Dorothy Quick and Mark Twain must 
run to its inevitable end. For Robards, his fa- 
vorite scene in the film comes just before its 
conclusion, when the ailing writer, touched 
again by tragedy, sojourns in Bermuda in an 
attempt to recover his health. A worried Dorothy 
persuades her mother to make the journey that 
she may see SLC once more. 

“He walks into the room and sees Dorothy,” 
Robards says. “And there’s this sense of re- 
newal, of life returning to him as he becomes 
SLC once more—to say goodbye.”
